POLICE REPORT 
INCREASE IN 
ROAD MISHAPS 


Automobile accident*; investigated 
by state police of the Gettysburg 
substation increased from ll in 
April to 24 in May, according to 
the monthly report of Sgt. W. Hurt 
Duhrkoff, hi charge of the station. ! 
There was one fatal accident last 
month, in which two persons were 
killed. 
April 
had 
no 
fatalities. 
Thirty-three were injured in May 
and property damage was estimated 
at $13,500, compared with 14 injured 
in April and property damage of 
$4400. 
In May, 1948. there were 21 ac­ 
cidents, one fatal in which one per­ 
son was killed, IS injured, and prop­ 
erty damage of $19400. 
Cause Of Accidents 
Sunday led all other days of the 
week in the number of accidents. 
There were eight on Sundays during 
May, five on Tuesdays and four on 
Saturdays. Main highways also took 
IIM lead, with five on the Harris­ 
burg road and three on Lincolnway 
East. Principal causes were failing 
to keep to the right of the center of 
the highway, failure to yield the 
right of way, and making turns 
without exercising caution. 
State police of the substation spent 
1,189 hours on traffic duty, 120 hours 
on criminal work, and 48 hours on 
special Assignments. 
Station duty 
accounted for 1439 hours. 
They 
traveled 19400 miles by automobile 
during the month, made 413 patrols, 
conducted 21 criminal investigations 
and one miscellaneous investigation. 
Six criminal arrests were made and 
104 traffic arrests.

Red Creek, N. Y., June IO (ZP) 
— A farmer pinned by an over­ 
turned tractor strangled himself 
with twigs to end his agony, a 
coroner’s physician reported. 
James Jenkins. 52. was caught 
yesterday beneath tile machine 
when it tipped over backward 
while hauling a mower up a steep 
hill in an orchard. The tractor 
seat crushed his abdomen.

the fire," General Bradley said. 
Gets Honorary Degree 
"It is an unfortunate but valid 
criticism of modern international 
negotiations." he added, "that a n a ­ 
tion's voice whispers or commands 
in exact ratio to its moral strength 
and military potential.” 
In addition to desiring peace and 
security, the Army chief of staff said, 
the American people intend "to 
m aintain our political way of life" 
and to "raise if possible our Amer­ 
ican standard of living.” To accom­ 
plish these objectives and to help 
the rest of the world gain peace also, 
the United States seeks to further 
the purpose and principle of the 
United Nations. General Bradley 
said. 
"Peaceful sounding as these chos­ 
en goals may be, I see no immediate 
indication that we will reach any of 
them by abandonment of our pres­ 
ent monopoly of the atomic bomb 
or other weakening of our armed 
forces."

JESUS* DEATH AND BURIAL

Luke 23:33-38; M ark 15:34; Luke 
23:46-47; M att. 27:57-60 
Memory selection: I am the good 
shepherd. T he good shepherd lays 
down his life for the sheep. John 
10:11. 
As was learned from our discus­ 
sion of the previous lesson the trial 
of Jesus was swift and it was a 
mockery of justice. Soon after the 
sentence of crucifixion was passed 
the order was carried out. T he igno­ 
m inious thing was hurriedly done. 
At ten o’clock Thursday evening 
Jesus was betrayed and apprehended 
in G ethsem ane; a t nine the next 
m orning He was agonizing on the 
cross. His foes had need of haste for 
Jesus had m any friends in Jerusalem 
a t this popular passover festival and 
they m ight intervene for their be­ 
loved M aster. The sorrowful proces­ 
sion moved towards Golgotha. Jesus 
bore His own cross until exhausted 
when a n io n of Cyrene, called from 
the crowd, carried it for Him. At 
three in the afternoon the lifeless 
body was taken from the cross. 
At the Cross 
D eath by crucifixion was decreed 
custom arily for those who were es­ 
pecially despised. The R om ans had 
little regard for the Jews so they 
employed this m ethod of killing. On 
this particular occasion the enemies 
of Jesus, themselves Jews, were g ra t­ 
ified. He was executed between two 
crim inals. Everything was done to 
m ake the Lord s destruction appear 
as sham eful as possible. Previously, 
in the judgm ent hall, He had befcn 
mocked with a crown of thorns and a 
purple robe. He had been scourged 
and spat upon. 
Now 
soldiers 
gambled 
for 
His 
robe. Jewish rulers scoffed, saying, 
“He saved others, let him save him ­ 
self if he is the Son of God.” Sol­ 
diers. offering a potion supplied by 
friends to ease Jesus’ 
suffering, 
joined in the derision, “If you are 
the King of the Jews, save yourself."

An Air Force oourt m artial convict­ 
ed Delbert E. Hill today of desertion 
for his four-year absence as “Donna 
Delbert,” irfrt fire-eater on the Eng­ 
lish Music hall J-age. 
Hill, who told the court he left 
the Air Force just after being as­ 
signed to duty as a latrine orderly 
following Japan's surrender in 1945. 
was sentenced to serve two years at 
hard labor, He also was ordered 
given a bad conduct discharge. The 
airman, a 35-year-old Philadelphian, 


denied lie was a deserter. 
He said he always intended to 
come back to the Air Force, was 
merely absent without leave, and 
pleaded innocent to a charge of de­ 
serting in 1945 “to avoid hazardous 
duty." 
The prosecutor, Captain George 
E. Koontz, told the court he would 
prove that Hill left tile Air Force 
in July. 1945. “with the intention 
not to return.” This is a vital factor 
in proving a charge of desertion. 
Koontz opened his case by intro­ 
ducing in evidence the clothes he 
said Hill was wearing when he was 
arrested at Newcastle last April 6. 
They were Women’s slacks, a light 
blouse and a pair of pink cotton 
panties. Hill, in a shoulder length 
hairdo and plucked eyebrows, had

Washington, June IO P )—Should a, 
man who ha* become a “menace to 
society’* be imprisoned for life or 
executed? 
That old question comes to life 
arain in a case Just decided by the 
Supreme Court, although the oourt 
din t raise it, at least directly. 
The court was simply deckling on 
whether a judge was right to sen* 
tence a man to death after a Jury 
had recommended life Imprison­ 
ment. 
This was the case: A New York 
Negro. Samuel William*, killed a 
15-year-old girl while trying to rob 
a house. 
Ignored Jury’s Decision 
A jury listened to all the evidence 
offered in the trial. It thought he 
was guilty of murder butr-it didn’t 
want to aer him executed. So it 
recommended that the Judge sen­ 
tence him to life in prison. 
Then the judge got some informa­ 
tion through the court! “probation 
department 
and 
other 
sources.” 
This information linked up Williams 
with SO other burglaries although 
he never had been convicted of any 
of them. The information traced 
Williams* background and early life. 
The judge decided Williams was 
a “menace to society." Ignoring: the 
jury’s recommendation of life im­ 
prisonment. 
the 
judge 
sentenced 
Williams to die in the electric chair. 
Appeal Taken 
The judge had received his in­ 
formation after the trial. The jury

had seen none of it. So Williams’ 
lawyers appealed against this death 
sentence ail the way up to the U. S. 
Supreme Court. And yesterday a 
majority of the justices upheld the 
New York judge. Williams must die. 
Justice Murphy couldn't go along. 
In a dissenting opinion, he cited the 
“due process” clause of the Con­ 
stitution which says: No one in this 
country shall be "deprived of life, 
liberty 
or 
property without 
due 
process of law." What does “due 
process" mean? 
Murphy says it includes at least 
“the idea that a person accused of 
crime shall be accorded a fair hear­ 
ing through all the stages of the 
proceedings against him. 
“Fit the Offender, 
Not the Crime” 
In this case, as mentioned, the 
jury 
didn’t 
see 
the information 
which helped influence the judge 
in deciding upon the death sentence. 
But a majority of the Supreme 
Court justices saw it another way. 
They said: A Judge is not confined 
to the “narrow issue of guilt”—his 
task, within fixed legal limits, is to 
determine what punishment a con­ 
victed man gets. It calls this “in­ 
dividualizing sentences.'’ 
The Justices praised “prevalent 
modern philosophy of penology that 
the punishment should fit the of­ 
fender and not merely the crime. 
"The belief no longer prevail* that 
every offense in a like legal category 
calls for an identical punishment 
without regard to the past life and 
habits of a particular offender.” *
